In anfiver to-all the Propoſitions concerning Religion, 
His Majeſtic propoſeth, that hewill confirme the Presbyte- 
riall Government, the Aſſembly of Divines at Weſtminſter, 
and the DireQory, for three yeares, being the time ſer downe 
by the two Houles , ſothat Hig Majeſtic and His Houſhold
